ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  Havant  and  Waterloo  Urban 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report  on 
the  state  of  the  health  and  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban 
District  for  the  year  1964. 

From  the  detail  provided  in  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
health  of  the  population  continues  at  a highly  satisfactory  level. 
Dangerous  infectious  diseases  have  virtually  disappeared,  and  in  niy 
opinion  this  is  due  to  the  healthy  state  of  the  population  and  the 
healthy  surroundings  in  which  we  live,  and  also,  of  course,  to  the 
continuous  immunization  against  certain  of  the  infectious  diseases. 
It  is  especially  gratifying  to  note  that  during  the  year,  yet  again,  no 
cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  district,  nor  were  there  any 
notified  cases  of  poliomyelitis.  Unfortunately  the  number  of  cases 
of  diseases  of  the  heart  (especially  coronary  disease)  continues  to 
rise  slowly.  Many  theories  have  been  suggested  as  to  the  cause 
but  none  are,  as  yet,  totally  substantiated.  I feel,  however,  that 
over-weight  and  lack  of  exercise  are  undoubtedly  contributory 
factors. 

Since  1950  I have  seen  the  population  of  this  district  treble, 
which  rate  of  growth,  undoubtedly  one  of  the  highest  in  the  country, 
has  brought  many  problems  in  its  wake.  It  is  fortunate  for  this 
Urban  District  that  the  Council  has  always  been  ready  to  deal 
realistically  with  this  massive  expansion  and  the  problems  arising 
therefrom. 

My  report  also  contains  details  of  the  functions  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  1946  and  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  as  delegated 
to  this  authority  in  1961.  These  personal  health  services  continue 
to  work  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  I can  say  with  absolute  con- 
fidence, that  since  the  date  of  delegation  the  citizens  of  this  district 
have  received  a better  service  than  formerly,  due  in  the  main  to  the 
fact  that  local  matters  are  dealt  with  locally  which  previously  had 
to  be  dealt  with  from  the  County  town  many  miles  away. 
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This  Authority  has  always  recognised  the  appropriate  place  of 
voluntary  effort  in  relation  to  the  statutory  provisions,  and  by 
granting  financial  aid,  and  in  giving  general  support  has  sought 
successfully  to  make  full  use  of  the  vast  reservoir  of  help  and 
goodwill  upon  which  all  the  voluntary  organisations  of  the  Urban 
District  rely.  It  is  to  these  organisations  that  I would  express  my 
thanks  for  the  help  given  during  the  year.  The  Urban  District 
Council  was  largely  instrumental  in  setting  up,  in  1962,  the  Havant 
and  Waterloo  Council  of  Social  Service  and,  during  the  three  years 
of  its  existence,  the  wisdom  of  this  action  has  been  amply  proven. 
As  a co-ordinating  body,  the  Council  of  Social  Service  has  brought 
together  both  statutory  and  voluntary  workers  in  various  fields  of 
social  work. 

Details  of  the  many  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held  during  the  year 
are  given  elsewhere  in  the  report.  In  these  clinics  much  clerical  and 
other  work  is  carried  out  which  cannot  be  undertaken  by  the 
nursing  staff.  Such  duties  are  undertaken  by  ladies  who  voluntarily 
and  regularly  give  of  their  time  to  help.  This  help  is  very  much 
appreciated,  both  by  the  Staff  and  the  mothers  who  attend  these 
clinics,  and  I would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  these  voluntary 
helpers  for  their  very  worthwhile  assistance. 

I would  also  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council, 
to  my  fellow  Officers,  and  to  members  of  my  staff  who  have  given 
me  support  and  help  in  the  year  under  review.

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Comments  on  Vital  Statistics : 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  shows  an  increase  of  about 
4,000  over  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1963. 

Although  the  total  number  of  illegitimate  births  increased,  the 
illegitimate  infant  death  rate  shows  an  appreciable  decrease  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  crude  death  rate,  deaths  from  all  causes,  shows  a slight 
decrease  over  the  previous  year  although  the  adjusted  rate  is  slightly 
above  the  national  figure.  43-4  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  occurred  in 
the  75  years  and  over  age  group.  Malignant  disease  was  responsible 
for  18-7  per  cent,  of  deaths  at  all  ages.  This  shows  an  increase  over 
1963,  when  the  figure  was  15*9  per  cent.  Coronary  disease  and 
hypertension  with  heart  disease  accounted  for  24-7  per  cent,  of  deaths 
at  all  ages.  This  is  a slight  increase  over  the  figure  for  1963,  when 
the  figure  was  24*2  per  cent.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

1.  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service: 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  working  at  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  Milton  Road,  Portsmouth  has  continued  to 
provide  facilities  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  investigations. 
Specimens  for  investigation  are  submitted  by  general  practitioners 
and  the  local  authority  and  there  is  a daily  collection  service  from 
the  Health  Department  from  Monday  to  Thursday  each  week. 

2.  Inspection  of  Nursing  Homes: 

There  are  three  Nursing  Homes  registered  with  the  Urban 
District  Council,  and  they  cater  largely  for  the  aged,  sick  and  infirm 
and  provide  between  them  49  beds.  An  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  allowed  at  one  Nursing  Home  was  approved  during  the 
year  after  building  improvements  had  been  completed  by  the 
proprietors.  Regular  visits  of  inspection  are  made  by  Medical 
Officers  to  see  that  adequate  standards  are  maintained. 

3.  Home  Help  Service:

Once  again  these  figures  show  an  increase  over  the  amount  of 
help  given  in  the  previous  year,  particularly  in  the  case  of  the  aged. 
This  type  of  case  forms  the  greater  part  of  a Home  Help’s  work 
and  is,  in  the  main,  a long-term  one,  whilst  cases  in  most  other 
categories,  are  of  short  duration. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  discharged 
from  hospital  who  require  assistance  in  the  home  for  a short  period 
and  these  are  often  visited  whilst  they  are  in-patients,  in  order  that 
all  arrangements  might  be  made  for  the  service  to  commence 
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immediately  the  applicant  returns  home.  In  the  case  of  the  elderly, 
the  house  is  prepared  for  the  homecoming  and  oft-times  the  Home 
Help  is  actually  on  duty  when  the  patient  arrives. 

Liaison  with  general  practitioners  and  other  agencies  is  good 
and  all  applications  for  a Home  Help  are  carefully  investigated. 
A regular  check  is  kept  to  ensure  that  the  service  is  in  no  way  mis- 
used. The  Home  Help  Organiser  made  2,344  home  visits  during 
the  year. 

4.  Health  Education; 

In  the  field  of  Health  Education  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  requests  from  schools  for  talks  by  Medical  Officers  and 
Health  Visitors  as  part  of  courses  in  Mothercraft  and  Home  Manage- 
ment. A number  of  visits  were  arranged  to  the  Health  Clinic, 
Dunsbury  Way,  for  school-girls  to  see  a Child  Welfare  Clinic  in 
operation. 

During  June  the  Havant  and  Waterloo  Urban  District  joined 
Portsmouth,  Gosport  and  Fareham  in  an  anti-smoking  campaign 
making  use  of  the  services  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education’s  mobile  team  of  two  speakers  who  showed  films  and 
led  group  discussions  on  the  topics  of  smoking  and  lung-cancer. 
In  this  area  the  campaign  was  directed  mainly  towards  the  secondary 
modern  and  grammar  school  age-groups. 

5.  Chiropody 

Arrangements  for  the  provision  of  chiropody  services  for  old 
people  living  in  the  area  have  continued  as  in  previous  years  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committees. 

6.  Disabled  Persons 

The  provision  of  Services  for  the  Disabled,  delegated  to  this 
Authority  in  1961,  continues  under  my  direction  and  most  of  the 
initial  visits  and  recommendations  are  made  by  an  Officer  from  the 
County  Welfare  Department. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
disabled  persons  registered  from  1 13  to  153.  10  names  were  removed 
from  the  Register  due  to  death  and  4 removed  from  the  district. 
The  total  number  of  new  registrations  was  54. 

A large  part  of  the  work  involves  the  regular  visiting  of  the 
disabled  with  follow-up  visits  to  ensure  that  any  aids  provided  are 
proving  satisfactory  in  use. 

The  problems  of  the  deaf  continue  to  be  dealt  with  by  a spec- 
ialist Officer  for  the  Deaf.  In  co-operation  with  the  Council  of 
Social  Service  efforts  were  made  to  increase  the  social  facilities 
available  to  the  hard  of  hearing.  It  is  proposed  that  a club  should 
be  formed  and  social  functions  arranged  if  sufficient  support  is 
forthcoming. 
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The  provision  of  aids  to  daily  living,  as  recommended  by  local 
practitioners  or  hospital  consultants,  continues  to  increase.  These 
aids  are  mainly  provided  on  a free  loan  basis  although  a small  hiring 
charge  may  be  made  for  the  larger  items.  In  a few  instances  recipients 
have  preferred  to  purchase  the  aids  supplied. 

There  has  been  a continued  demand  for  more  permanent  aids 
such  as  ramps,  fixed  handrails  and  suitable  accesses  for  wheelchairs 
and  powered  invalid  tricycles  supplied  through  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  cost  of  the  work  involved  in  providing  these  services 
is  shared  by  the  Housing  and  Welfare  Departments  where  Council 
properties  are  involved.  In  each  instance  an  assessment  is  made  to 
ascertain  any  contribution  the  recipient  is  able  to  afford. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society’s  Club  for  the  Disabled  continued 
to  function  weekly,  transport  being  provided,  and  these  meetings 
were  much  appreciated  by  the  members  attending.  A domiciliary 
chiropody  service  was  also  provided. 

Short  stay  holidays  were  provided  either  on  a small  group  basis 
through  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  or  an  on  individual  basis  in 
specialised  accommodation  depending  upon  the  nature  or  severity 
of  the  disability. 

Car  badges  were  issued  to  twelve  disabled  persons  to  indicate 
that  they  needed  special  consideration  in  parking  their  vehicles. 
The  Council  also  makes  available  to  the  disabled,  special  parking 
concessions  at  the  Beachlands,  Hayling  Island.

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7.  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  (Regulation)  Act  1948: 

There  was  a continuing  demand  for  registration  under  the  above 
Act,  to  permit  people  to  receive  children  into  their  homes  to  be 
minded  for  the  whole  or  part  of  the  day,  usually  in  order  to  allow 
mothers  to  seek  employment,  although  in  many  cases  children 
attend  these  play  groups  in  order  to  be  given  the  experience  of  mixing 
with  other  children. 

The  number  of  authorised  places  also  continues  to  increase. 
This  is  due,  in  my  opinion,  to  the  fact  that  nursery  schools  have  not, 
as  yet,  been  provided  in  this  area.  These  schools  are  of  great  value 
for  children  between  the  ages  of  2 and  5 who  would  derive  great 
benefit  from  attending  nursery  school  before  they  enter  the  full 
educational  system  at  the  age  of  5.  It  should  be  noted  that  those 
minders  who  run  their  establishments  on  nursery-school  lines  always 
have  a waiting  list. 

8.  Nursing  in  the  Home : 

There  is  no  marked  change  in  the  demands  for  domiciliary 
nursing.  A total  of  1,197  persons  received  attention  from  district 
nurses  during  the  year  as  compared  with  1,205  in  the  previous  year. 
Rather  fewer  children  under  the  age  of  5 were  attended,  only  36 
in  1964  whilst  there  were  60  cases  in  this  age  group  in  1963.  There 
was  also  a decrease  in  the  number  of  persons  aged  65  or  over  at 
the  time  of  their  first  nursing  visit  in  1964  — 687  from  816  in  the 
preceding  year.  The  number  of  visits  made  by  district  nurses  during 
the  year  to  cases  of  all  types  was  36,207. 

At  the  end  of  1964  the  establishment  was  6 full-time  district 
nurses  and  10  nurses  combining  district  nursing  and  domiciliary 
midwifery.  It  must  be  remembered  however,  that  due  to  the  in- 
crease in  the  midwifery  service  generally,  i.e.  number  of  births  and 
the  number  of  early  discharges  from  hospital,  the  district  nurse/ 
mid  wives  tended  to  do  less  district  nursing  and  more  midwifery. 

9.  Domiciliary  Midwifery : 

During  1964  there  were  744  home  confinements,  almost  exactly 
the  same  number  as  in  1963.  There  was,  however,  a very  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  early  discharges  from  maternity  units. 
All  discharges  before  the  10th  day  are  included  in  this  group  and 
in  many  instances  the  mother  remains  in  the  maternity  unit  for  only 
48  hours  after  delivery.  In  1964  there  were  422  discharges  to  the 
care  of  domiciliary  midwives  as  compared  with  only  292  in  1963. 
This  change  in  practice  is  dictated  in  part  by  the  great  pressure  on 
the  hospital  maternity  services  by  the  rising  birth  rate. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  6 whole-time  midwives  and 
10  midwives  who  also  undertook  district  nursing  duties. 
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10.  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics : 

Continuing  previous  practice,  the  ante-natal  and  post-natal 
clinics  were  arranged  by  General  Practitioners  for  their  own  patients 
with  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives  from  the  Local  Authority  in 
attendance.  An  increased  number  of  sessions  were  needed  to  deal 
with  the  rising  numbers  of  expectant  mothers. 

Relaxation  Classes,  giving  courses  of  instruction  in  preparation 
for  child-birth,  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Emsworth  and 
Purbrook,  and  the  Bedhampton  Relaxation  Class  which  had  been 
temporarily  suspended,  was  resumed.  A further  centre  was  opened 
at  West  Leigh  but  the  attendances  were  not  large  enough  to  justify 
its  continuation. 

The  film  ‘To  Janet  a Son’  was  shown  at  the  end  of  each  course 
of  talks.  One  centre  arranged  for  the  film  to  be  shown  during  the 
evening  so  that  husbands  could  attend  with  their  wives,  and  this 
proved  most  successful. 

1 1 . Child  Welfare  Clinics : 

The  consistently  high  and  ever  increasing  numbers  attending  the 
Local  Authority  Child  Welfare  Centres  throughout  the  Urban 
District  indicated  that  there  is  a continuing  public  demand  for  this 
service,  despite  the  fact  that  an  inability  to  find  suitable  premises 
made  it  hard  to  provide  all  the  amenities  of  an  ideal  Welfare  Centre. 
Before  the  end  of  1964  additional  sessions  had  been  added  to  the 
existing  sessions  at  St.  George’s  Hall,  Waterlooville,  the  Park  Way 
Clinic,  Havant  and  the  Deverall  Hall,  Purbrook  in  order  to  cope 
with  the  very  large  attendances.  In  response  to  requests  from  local 
residents,  a new  Child  Welfare  Clinic  was  established  at  the  Conigar 
Hall,  Emsworth  and  another  clinic  was  re-opened  at  the  North 
Hayling  Recreation  Hall.  Unfortunately,  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
the  attendances  at  both  these  clinics  were  at  a disappointingly  low 
level. 

The  attendance  figures  for  a full  year  of  operation  of  the 
Dunsbury  Way  Health  Clinic  show  that  the  Child  Welfare  Sessions 
are  well  attended  with  roughly  equal  numbers  using  the  Clinic 
daily,  apart  from  Wednesdays,  which  regularly  had  few  attenders. 
Wednesday  is  early  closing  day  in  the  near-by  Park  Parade  shopping 
centre  and  the  influence  of  such  extraneous  factors  in  clinic 
attendances  must  not  be  over-looked.  The  quiet  atmosphere  of  a 
Wednesday  is  put  to  good  use,  as  it  provides  an  opportunity  for 
more  lengthy  interviews  for  mothers  with  special  problems  than  can 
be  undertaken  at  a crowded  session. 

With  increased  numbers  attending  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  dem.and  for  National  Welfare  and 
proprietary  baby  foods  putting  a heavier  burden  on  the  Women’s 
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Voluntary  Service  who  deal  with  these  sales.  I would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  help  they  have 
given  during  1964.

In  addition  to  the  above,  five  sessions  were  held  at  the  newly- 
established  Centre  at  Coniger  Hall,  Emsworth  with  an  average 
attendance  of  eight  at  each  session  and  the  three  sessions  at  the 
North  Hayling  Centre  had  an  average  attendance  of  11 -6.  To 
complete  the  picture  of  Child  Welfare  Clinic  attendances  in  the 
Urban  District,  the  weekly  sessions  organised  for  the  Group  Practice 
patients  and  attended  by  the  Health  Visitor  attached  to  this  practice 
had  an  average  attendance  of  26*5  per  session.

By  the  end  of  1964  the  establishment  of  13  Health  Visitors  was 
once  again  up  to  full  strength  but  the  growth  of  the  District  continued 
to  impose  on  them  a very  heavy  case  load.

In  collaboration  with  Southampton  University,  5 student 
Health  Visitors  spent  one  or  more  periods  with  Health  Visitors  of 
the  Urban  District  observing  and  receiving  instruction  in  the 
practical  side  of  a Health  Visitor’s  work. 

13 . Recuperative  Holidays : 

Recuperative  holidays  were  arranged,  on  the  recommendation 
of  general  practitioners,  for  14  persons. 


14.  Mental  Health : 

The  volume  of  work  has  continued  to  increase  and  during  the 
year  257  cases  were  referred,  218  being  psychiatric  and  39  of  mental 
subnormality.  Of  this  number,  86  were  referred  by  General  Prac- 
titioners. Referrals  showed  an  increase  of  approximately  30  per 
cent,  over  the  previous  year,  and  a higher  proportion  of  requests 
came  from  sources  other  than  General  Practitioners  and  hospitals. 

110  admissions  to  hospital  were  effected,  52  by  compulsory 
means  and  the  remainder  as  informal  admissions.  2,962  visits  by 
Mental  Welfare  officers  were  made  to  patients  and  to  other  persons 
and  agencies  concerned  with  them.  A further  236  liaison  visits  and 
136  visits  to  Training  Centres  were  made. 

Known  cases  of  mental  subnormality  in  the  District  number 
202,  and  46  of  these  attend  the  Rachel  Madocks  Training  Centre. 
There  are  a further  5 mentally  subnormal  adults  attending  the 
Hampshire  Industries  Branch  at  Fareham. 

During  the  year  4 of  the  mentally  subnormal  were  placed  in 
hospitals  for  long-term  care  and  a further  6 were  placed  for  short- 
term care.  The  Hampshire  County  Council  hostel  at  Basingstoke 
received  another  4 cases  for  short-term  care. 

Close  liaison  was  maintained  by  the  staff  with  hospitals,  out- 
patient clinics  and  bodies  such  as  the  National  Assistance  Board, 
the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National  Insurance,  the  Probation 
Department  and  Police.  Much  assistance  was  obtained  from  Havant 
and  Waterloo  Council  of  Social  Service,  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
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Service,  the  Havant  and  District  Society  for  the  Mentally  Handi- 
capped and  the  Leigh  Park  Voluntary  Committee  for  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children. 

The  number  of  trainees  on  the  Register  of  the  Rachel  Madocks 
Training  Centre  on  31st  December,  1964  was  43  children  between 
the  ages  of  5 and  16  years,  and  16  adults.  An  extension  to  the 
Centre,  to  provide  a complete  Nursery  Unit  with  toilet  and  cloak- 
room facilities  was  commenced  on  the  2nd  November,  1964. 

Various  events  took  place  during  the  year  including  a Sports’ 
Day  in  June  which  was  attended  by  many  parents.  A Sale  of  Work 
was  held  on  the  same  day  when  various  articles  made  by  the  trainees 
were  on  sale. 

Fifteen  trainees  accompanied  by  Centre  staff  had  a fortnight’s 
holiday  at  the  Hampshire  Occupation  Centre  Holiday  Organisation’s 
new  Home  at  Orchard  Close,  Hayling  Island. 

In  November  a Parents’  Night  was  held  when  they  were  shown 
the  progression  of  work  at  the  Centre  from  the  Nursery  to  the  adult 
stage.  Slides  were  shown  of  the  children’s  summer  holiday.  In 
December  a Christmas  party  for  the  Trainees  was  held  in  the  Centre. 

The  Havant  and  District  Society  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped 
continued  to  give  valuable  aid  and  presented  a greenhouse  for  the 
use  of  the  Training  Centre.  This  will  provide  useful  vocational 
training.  The  Association  also  gave  a tape-recorder  to  the  Centre. 

15.  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47.  Persons  in  Need 

Care  and  Attention: 

It  was  necessary  to  exercise  powers  under  the  above  Act,  to 
remove  from  home  a person  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  in  only 
one  instance  during  the  year.

17.  Dental  Services: 

The  day  to  day  administration  of  the  Dental  Services  under  the 
scheme  of  delegation  was  taken  over  on  1st  July  1964.  In  addition 
to  the  surgeries  listed  under  16  above,  there  is  also  in  use  a mobile 
Dental  trailer  which  attends  at  certain  schools  which  are  some 
distance  from  any  of  the  Dental  centres. 

The  majority  of  the  work  of  the  Dental  Officers  is  in  connection 
with  the  School  Health  Service  but  some  work  is  undertaken  in 
treating  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children. 

Dental  inspections  were  carried  out  at  most  of  the  schools  in 
the  district  and  also  at  the  Rachel  Madocks  Training  Centre.  In 
addition  Dental  Officers  attended  each  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
on  two  occasions  during  the  year. 

In  connection  with  the  Dental  Health  Education  programme, 
talks  and  film  shows  continued  to  be  given  to  School  children  and 
Parent-teacher  associations.  The  Dental  Auxiliary  produced  a 
number  of  special  posters  to  illustrate  her  talks  to  school  children 
and  to  display  in  the  Dental  clinic  waiting  rooms.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  no  large  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year  and  once  again  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  was 
confirmed.  Only  sporadic  cases  of  measles  were  reported  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year  although  notifications  were  once  more  increasing 
in  number  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Smallpox  Vaccination: 

The  number  of  primary  vaccinations  remains  at  a satisfactory 
level  but  the  number  of  adults  who  are  being  re-vaccinated  is  indeed 
very  low.  In  these  days  of  extremely  rapid  travel  it  behoves  everybody 
to  be  re- vaccinated  against  this  highly  infectious  disease  at  least  once 
in  every  5 years.

The  figures  given  below,  compiled  from  records  of  vaccination 
carried  out  in  Welfare  Clinics  and  general  practitioners’  surgeries, 
show  that  a substantial  proportion  of  the  children  of  the  Urban 
District  are  having  primary  courses  and  re-inforcing  doses  against 
poliomyelitis.  The  Salk  vaccine,  either  used  alone  or  combined 
in  a quadruple  vaccine,  has  now  been  almost  entirely  superceded 
by  the  oral  Sabin  vaccine.

Even  though  the  total  number  of  children  receiving  primary 
courses  and  re-inforcing  doses  and  immunization  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  continues  to  increase  there  is  still 
scope  for  improvement.  A disturbing  fact  is  the  number  of  in- 
stances in  which  a child  is  brought  for  one  or  possibly  two  in- 
jections but  despite  visits  by  Health  Visitors  the  child  does  not 
complete  the  course.  Apathy  rather  than  refusal  to  co-operate 
seems  to  be  the  problem  as  in  a large  number  of  cases  mothers 
repeatedly  promise  to  come  to  the  next  Clinic  session  with  the 
child  but  do  not  appear.

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Section  IV 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  Water: 

The  water  supply  for  the  district  is  provided  by  the  Portsmouth 
Water  Company  and  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  During 
the  year  the  Water  Company  appointed  its  own  full-time  chemist 
and  bacteriologist  who  carried  out  a continuous  process  of  water 
examination.  His  reports,  together  with  the  reports  and  the  samples 
submitted  for  analysis  by  the  Health  Department,  indicate  that  the 
supply  is  wholesome  and  pure. 

2.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal : 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  generally  adequate. 
During  wet  weather  occasional  flooding  takes  place  on  the  mainland 
due  to  overloading  of  sewers.  Overloading  and  flooding  also  occurs 
occasionally  at  a number  of  places  on  Hayling  Island.  When  the 
Council  scheme  to  re-sewer  parts  of  Hayling  Island  has  been  com- 
pleted, undoubtedly  these  occurrences  will  cease. 

3.  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses: 

There  are  no  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
District. 

4.  Mosquito  Control: 

Weather  conditions  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  were  fairly 
good  and  this  assisted  the  Control  unit  to  maintain  steady  progress 
on  the  important  work  of  the  winter  drainage  programme. 

Owing  to  favourable  conditions  in  the  breeding  areas  and  a 
general  rise  in  temperature  early  in  the  year  it  was  found  necessary 
to  commence  inspections  of  all  known  breeding  places  in  March. 
Larvae  were  found  to  have  reached  the  3rd  and  4th  instar  stage  of 
development  and  were  mainly  confined  to  small  areas  of  water  — 
a good  kill  was  obtained. 

Two  inches  of  rain  fell  in  the  middle  of  March  and  the  breeding 
areas  became  waterlogged,  these  conditions  persisting  until  the  end 
of  June  with  the  result  that  successive  broods  of  larvae  emerged 
and  the  Control  unit’s  resources  were  extended  to  their  limit  during 
this  period. 

A mosquito  nuisance  was  found  to  exist  in  Cowplain.  A survey 
of  the  area  revealed  large  scale  breeding  of  Aedes  cantans  and 
rusticus  in  the  woodlands.  The  building  of  new  estates  in  the 
breeding  grounds  in  this  area  and  at  Waterlooville  has  created  a 
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problem.  Cantans  and  Rusticus  normally  confine  themselves  to 
woodlands.  Very  large  numbers  of  larvae  and  pupae  were  located 
and  destroyed.  Land  drainage  was  particularly  bad  and  provided 
many  ideal  breeding  places.  A limited  amount  of  drainage  work  was 
carried  out  to  restrict  the  breeding.  The  position  is  being  watched 
carefully. 

July,  August  and  September  were  very  dry  months  restricting 
breeding  to  low  areas  near  sluice  outlets  and  more  permanent  ponds. 

It  was  noticeable  that  the  domestic  species  Theobaldia  annulata 
and  Culex  pipiens  increased  in  numbers  during  the  year;  these  breed 
near  dwelling  houses  in  dirty  water  butts  and  other  receptacles, 
hibernating  as  adults. 

Ten  complaints  of  mosquito  nuisance  were  received  and  dealt 
with  during  the  year,  most  of  them  being  caused  by  the  domestic 
and  woodland  species.
